In response to your August 22 letter, may I suggest you contact Mr. 
^Ohn Masiotta at the Dallas, Times Herald newspaper in Dallas, Texas. 
Tlieyf have the photos you asked about, taken by William Allen and 
shOfirih? three tranks who were arrested in Dealey Plaza after the 
ainsassination of President Kennedy. 

However, the Times Herald have been rather reluctant to make these 
pictures available. They do, not believe the men shown were under 
arrest, either. Allen rights to the photos and the copies i 

have can not be given to anyone else because of the agreement I made 
with the Times Herald. 

There are four other photos of the three tramps, two by George Smith 
of the Ft. Worth Star Telegram which can be purchased from them, and 
two by Jack Beers of the Dailas^^ which they refuse to 

sell to anyone except Life magazine. If this all sounds like 
suppression, it's just part of the overall efforts by establishment 
and haws media to make it as difficult as possible for anyone except 
the fBI hnd the CIA to learn the truth. Those two agencies know who 
tdie three tramps were (and are) and what their role was in the 
assassination. 

There are, by the way, other photos of men taken into custody that 
day, notihly a man in Ft. Worth, Larry Florer, William Sharp, and 
an old white haired man from the TSBD. Also an unidentified man 
whose hand can be seen grabbing a cop's, shirt, with an extra rifle, 
in the background in Willis' tenth photo. 

I'm enclosing copies of my research monograph and exhibits IB & H 
which list these photos and sources where some of them might be 
obtained.
